Meantime. Hie theoretical In- 
consistency In lhe policy ol 
strength doctrine Is already evi- 
dent In Hie fed the! seme as- 
pects ol international relations, 
given out to be general, ere In 
reality nothing less than Hie laws 
of laiperleliun. This striving for 
supremacy and for the subordina- 
tion of ether peoples is In no 
way Inherent In the foreign 
policy ol Hi# ittitUrt and do- 
ve loping countries. H fo, there- 
for*, utterly unjustified to eltech 
Hie febel of unfverlallty to this 
policy, to depld II as Jegfllmie 
' policy, iltetmlng hem lhe foun- 
dations pf. Hie modern com- 
■willy. Such .arguments only 
sene to whitewash the InHlatori 
of aggression. 


The policy of strength runs 
counter to the very foundations 
of modern International law. The 
Peris Pact ol 1921, whose norms 
were very soon to be generally 
accepted, banned the settlement 
of International disputes by lhe 
resort to war. Tho UN Charter 
goas even farther: it bans not 
only war but also the use ol 
force or the Ihreal ol force fn In- 
ternational relelions. 

By establishing definite limita- 
tions to Iho conduct of stales, the 
norms ol Inlarnellonel law Imparl 
liability to their reliHons. They 
make mem predictable Inasmuch 
as each expects that stack il ob- 
serves the norms of International 
law. Its partners will do lhe same. 
The solution of any major prob- 
lem presupposes lhe conclusion 
of agreements between stales, 
which program the conduct of 
slates In the dlrodlon in which 
understanding has been retched. 

The concept of - peaceful 
coexistence does net rule out 
lhe struggle between states hav- 
ing different social systems. Huh 
unlike Hie advocates of Hie posi- 


tion ef strength policy, we be- 
lieve that Ihli struggle mud and 
can have e peaceful, character: 


H ameunts to d struggle In Hie 
realm ef ideal, fa competition In 


lhe development of tho eco- 
nomy, to the well-being el peo- 
ples, the development of culture 
and the arts, public health and 
so on. Tha higher lhe degree of 
such competition, of peaceful 
cooperaHon, the stronger and 
mare productive becomes peace- 
ful coexistence. 

The practice of the seventies 
proves this. Al that lime the So- 
viet Union and the United Steles 
of America signed a number oi 
treaties, In particular the treaty 
on the limitation of strategic ar- 
maments, is well as a number of 
general InternaHonal treaties 
with the participation oi Hie 
majority ol slates. These treaties 
restrained the arms race,; f railed 
an atmosphere ol fruit fn rela- 
tions between slates airvef could 
have led to further successes in 
this direction. Sul today the 
American Administration Is trying 
to erase everything positive thal 
has been attained In Intema- 
llonal affairs over lhe past dd- 
cade. In other words, a danger- 
ous turnabout In policy has taken 
place In Washington, e turnabout 
that may bo fatal for mankind. .
